SjO. 580(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Finance Ccmmis*- 
sion (Miscclfjneous Provisicni ) Act, 1931 (33 ol 1951), the Central Government hereby makes 
the fullowing rules iurtherto amend ihc Finance Cemmisiion (Salaries and Allowtnccr) Rules, 
1951, namely ;— 

I. These rules may be called the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1977 

z. In rule 2 of the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) Rules, 1951 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), in sub-rule (i), for the words “Provided that where any person 
so appointed’’, tlie following shall be substituted, nrmely — 

“Provided that where any person who had been a Judge of the Supreme Court is 

appointed as the Chairman of the Commission, he shall be entitled— 

(1) to a monthly salary at the same rate as was admissible to him as a Judge of the Supreme 
Court Immediately before relinquishing office as such Judge, reduced by pension 
and pension equivalent of other forms of retirement benefits drawn by himj 
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(ii) (a) in respect of journeys undertaken for atbuming charge as Chairman.of the Com¬ 
mission, to the actual railway fare not exceeding the fare for the highest class 
including the air-conditioncd class, lor self and members of the family from 
the ordinary place of his residence to New Delhi, plus, the actual cost on trans¬ 
port, by passenger tram, at ownei’s risk, of one motor car plus actual cost on 
transport of other personal effects not exceeding the expenditure which would 
he incurred on the transport of a full wagon of goods and the expenditure in¬ 
curred on loading and unloading of such personal effects, 

(b) in respect of travelling on duty as Chairman of the Commission, to the allow¬ 
ances as arc admissible to a Judge of the Supreme Court in accordance with rule 
5, excluding item (i) of the third proviso to clause (f) thereof, of the Supreme 
Court Judges (Travelling Allowance) Rules, 1959, force for the time beingj 
and 

(c) on relinquishing charge as Chairman of the Commission, to the facilities as arc 
admissible to a Judge of the Supreme Corn . m retirement from service, in ac¬ 
cordance with sub-rule (3) of rule 6 of the Supreme Court Judges (Travelling 
Allowance) Rules, 1959, us in force lor the time being, and 

(ill) to the use of a fully furnished residence in New Delhi throughout his term of office 
and for a further period of 15 dtys immediately thereafter, without payment of any 
rent for such use' 

Provided further that where any person, other than a person who had been a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, so appointed”. 

3. In rule 3 of the said rules, for suh-rule(3), the fo’.low.ng mb-rale shill be subitituted, 
namely.—■ 


,‘(3) A person, being a retired Government servant or a retired servant of the Reserve 

Bank (other than a retired H'gh Court Judge) appointed to render whole-time service 

as a Member of the Commission shall be entitled— 

(a) to a monthly salary at the same rate as was admissible to him immediately before retire¬ 
ment from service of the Government or, as the case may be, from service of the Reserve 
Bank, reduced by pension and pension equivalent of other forms of retirement bene¬ 
fits drawn by bimj 

(b) to draw travelling allowance, including daily allowance, for any journey performed 
by him as a Member of the C'lmmission at such rates as arc admissible to a Govern¬ 
ment servant of the First Gradej 

(c) to draw compensatory allowance at the rate of Rs. 75 per menicm, and 

(d) when not m occupation of a residence provided by the Central Government, to house 
rent allowance at the same rate and subject to such terms ^nd conditions as are ap- 
plictble, from time to time, to a serving Government servant of equivalent status”.
